NEIGHBORHOOD SLOW STREETS 


A zone-based approach to traffic-calming 
(ATOKA ES 


¢ A bounded area of local streets 
¢ Speed limit reduced to 20 MPH 


¢ Self-enforced lower speeds through targeted 
traffic-calming techniques 





NEIGHBORHOOD SLOW STREETS

¢ Spaced approx. 150’ - 250’ 
¢ No impact on parking

¢ Cannot be used on hills 
or too close to a curve
